But as for the unbelievers, they thali 
drink boiling water, and they foall fuffer a grievous 
punifhment, for that they havedifbelieved. It is he 
who hath ordained the fun to fhine Jy day, and the 
moon fora light dy zight; and hath appointed. her 
ffations, that ye might know the number of years, 
and the computation of #éme. Gon hath not created 
this, but with truth. He explaineth 4s figns unto 
people who underftand.

And Gop will verify the truth of his words, although 
the wicked be averfe ¢hereto. And there believed 
nat azy on Moszs, except a generation of his peo- 
ple °, for fear of Poaraon and of his princes, left 
he fhould afflict them.

The tradition which affirms the 
ark to have refted cn thefe moune 
tains muft have been very ancient, 
fince it is the tradition of the Cal- 
deans themfelves (4): the Chaldee 
paraphrafts confent to their opini- 
on (5), which obtamned very much 
formeily, efpecially among the 
eaftern Chrifians (6). To confirm 
at, we are told, that the remainders 
of the ark were to be feen on the 
Gordyean mountains: Berofus and 
Abydenus both declare there was 
fuch a report in their time (7) ; the 
hy ft obferving that feveral of the in- 
habitants thereabouts {craped the 
pitch off the planks as a rarity, and 
cariied it about them for an amu- 
let ; and the latte: faying, that they 
ufed the wood of the veflel againit

There was alfo fcmstig a famous 
monaftery, called the monaflery of 
the ark, upon fome of thefe moun- 
tains, where the Neflertans ufed to 
celebrate a feaft day on the fpot 
where they fuppofed the ark refted : 

776, that 
monaftery was deftroyed by light- 
ning, with the church,’ and a nue 
Merous congregation in # (10).

have occafion to fpeak of Sabnin 
hereafter, it may be proper to add 
a brief extraét of his ftory as told 
by himfelf. He wasof a good fa- 
mily of I/paban, and, in his younger 
years, left the religion of his coun- 
try to embrace Chrifranity; and tra- 
velling into Syria, was advifed by 
a certain monk of Amuria, to go 
into 4rabia ; where a prophet was

The general opinion of the Chry/- 
tians however is, that thechief help 
Mohammed had in the contriving his 
Korén was from a Neflorian monk 
named Sergius, fuppofcd to be the 
fame perfon with the monk Boberra, 
with whom iobammedin his younger 
years had fome conference at Bofra,a 
city of Syria Damafcena, where that 
monk refided (8). To confim which 
fuppofition, a paiface has been pro- 
duced from an Arad writer (9), who 
fays that Boberra’s name in the 
books of the Chriffiaz', is Sergius; 
but this is only a conjecture ; and 
another (10) tells us, his true naine 
was Said, or Fel:x, and his fuiname 
Bobcira. But be that as it will, if 
Boheira and Sergius were the fame 
man, J find not the leaft intimation 
in the Mobamiedan writeis, that he 
ever quitted his monaftery to go in- 
to Arabia (as is fuppofed by the 
Chriftians) ; and his acquaintance 
with Mohammed at Bofra was too 
early to favour the furmife of his 
affifting him in the Kordz, which 
was compofed long after ; though 
Mobemmed might, from his dif- 
courie, gain fome knowledge of 
Chriflianity and of the {criptures, 
which might be of ufe to him 
therein.

The commentators relate that, 
by Nimrod's order, a large {pace was 
inclofed at Cétha, and led with a 
vatt quantity of wood, which being 
fet on fire, burned fo fiercely, that 
none dared to venture near it: then 
they bound Abrabam, and putting 
him into an engine, (which fome 
fuppofe to have been of the devil's 
invention,) fhot him into the midft 
of the fire; from which he was pre- 
ferved by the angel Gabriel who was 
fent to his affiftance 3 the fire burn- 
ing only the cords with which he 
he was bound (1). They add that 
the fire having miraculoufly loft its 
heat, in refpeét to Abrabam, be- 
came an pra mir and that 
the pile changed to a pleafant mea- 
sow ; tho’ t raged fo furioufly 
otherwife, that, according to fome 
writers, about two thoufand of the 
idolaters were confumed by it (2). 
This ftory feems to have had no 
other foundation than that paffage 
of Mofes, where Gop is faid to 
have brought Abraham owt of Ur of 
the Chaldees (3), mifunderftood :

fome moderns who have followed 
them, have tranflated out of the fire 
of the Chaldecs ; taking the word 
Ur, not for the prope: name of a 
city, as it really 1s, but for an ap- 
pellative fignitying fre (4). How- 
ever, isa fable of fome antiquity, 
and credited, not only by the Feus, 


bringing 


but by feveral of the eaftern Chri. 
ans 3 the twenty-fifth of the fecond 
Canin, or Faxuary, beihg fet apart 
in the Syrias calendar, for the com- 
memoration of Abraham's being cat 
into the fire (5).

And we heretofore gave the book 
of the law unto Moses, that the children of Israry 
might be direéted shereby.

gining that this fuccefs of the Prr- 
fans, who, like themfelves, were 
idolaters, and fuppoted to have no 
{iriptures, againit the CAriflaus, 
who pretended, as well as Mobanm- 
med, to worthip one Gop, and to 
have divine fuuptmes, was an 
earneft of thur own futwe fuccefles 
againft the prophet and tholv of his 
religion : to check which vain hopes, 
it was foretold, in the words of the

land ; 


text, ‘that how improbable foever 
it might feem, yet the {cale fhould 
be turned in a few years, and the 
vanquifhed Grecks prevail as re- 
maikably againit t) ¢ Perjiens. 

That this proph.cy was exaftly 
fulfilled, the commentutors fail not 
to oblerve, though they do not ex- 
actly agsee in the accounts they 
give of its accomplifhment; the 
number of years between the two 
actions being not preciely deter- 
mined. Some place the victory

Hiftory infoims us, that the fuc- 
eeffes of Khafru Parviz, king of 
Perfia, who carried on a terrible 
war againft the Grerk empirc, to 
revenge the death of Maurice his 
father-in-law, flain by Pkocas, were 
very great, and continued in an 
uninterrupted courfe for two and 
twenty years. Particularly in the 
year of CHRIST 615, about the he- 
ginning of the fixth year before the 
Hejra, the Perfans, having the pie- 
ceding year corquered Syria, made 
themfelves mafteis of Pulefine, and 
took Ferufalem; which feems to be 
that fignal advantace gained over 
the Grecks mentioned in this pa! 
fage, as agreeing heft with the 
terms here ufcd, and mof hikcly to 
alarm the Aras by reafon of their 
vicinity to the fcene of a€iion . and 
there was fo inttle prebabinty, at 
that time, of the Grecks being: able 
to retrieve thea lotics, much lefs

to diftrefs the Perhans, that in the 
following ycars the arms of the 
lattcr made ftill farther and more 
coniidet able progreffes,and at length 
they laid ficge to Conflantinople it- 
felf. But inthe year 625,1n which 
the fourth year of the Aryra began, 
about ten years after the taking of 
Ferufalem, the Greeks, when it was 
leaft expcéted, gained a rematkable 
victory over the Perfans, and not 
only obliged them to quit the ter- ° 
ritories of the empire, by canying 
the war into their own county, 
but diove them to the Jaft extre- 
mity, end fpoiled the capital city 
al Madayen; Heraclus enjoying, 
thence forward, a continued fcrics 
of good fortune, to the depofition 
at death of Khofru. For more 
exact information in thefe matters, 
and more nicely fixing the dates, 
cither fo as to correfpond with, or 
to overturn this pretended prophecy, 
(neither of which is my bufinefs 
here) the :eader may have recourfe 
to the hiftorians and chronoloais

of Gop: Gop will not act contrary to his promife; 
but the greater part of men know not ¢he veracity of 
GOD. ‘They know the outward appearance of this 
prefent life ; but they are carelefs as to the life to 
come. Do they not confider within themfelves that 
Gon hath not created the heavens and the earth, and 
wh covey ap be iween them, otherwife than in truth, 
anti fain fet hema deterrnined period? Verily a great 
rumber of men reject .ne belief of herr future meet- 
ing their Io? ct ¢.. refurrection. Do they not pafs 
throust. she earca, and fee what hath been the end 
of t' Vic wo were before them? They excelled the 
M.ccaws in ftrereth. cad broke ua the earth ’,

As to 
his condition, they fay he was a 
flave, but seened his liberty on 
the following occafion. His mafter 
having one day given him a bitter 
melon to eat, he paid him fuch ex- 
a&t obedience as to eat it all; at 
which his matter being furprifed, 
afked him how he could eat fo 
naufeous a fruit? To which he re- 
plied, it was no wonder, that he 
fhould for once accept a bitter fruit 
from the fame hand from which he - 
had received fo many favours (3). 
The commentators mention feveral 
quick repartees of Lokm.inz, which, 
together with the cincumftances 
above-mentioned, agree fo well 
with what Maxunus Planudes has 
wiitten of E/op, that from thence, 
and from the fables attributed to 
Lckmin by the orientals, the latter 
has been generally thought to have 
been no othe: than the Eyap of the 
Grecke.

Tuere beth been no nation, but a preacher hath in 
pat times been converfant among them: if they 
charge thee with impofture, they who were before 
them likewife charged s2er cpgftles with impofture,

therein foall be of filk: and they thall fay, Praife be 
unto Gop, who hath taken away forrow from us! 
verily our Lorp és ready to forgive the fnners, and 
to reward the obedient: who hath caufed us to take 
up our reft in a dwelling of esernal ftability, through 
his bounty, wherein no labour fha!! touch us, neither 
fhall any wearinefs affectus.

For: ou fiait not find any chinge in the 
ordinance of Gop ; neither fhale thou tind any varia- 
tion in the ordinance of Gop. MHiave they nor gone 
through the earth, and feen what hath been the end 
of thofe who were before them ; although they were 
more mighty in ftrength chan they ? Gop is not ta 
be fruftraiea '+; any thing either in heaven or on 
earth; for he is w.ic avd powerful. If Gop fhould 
punifh men according to what they deferve, he would 
ne: iesve oo the back of the earth fo much as a beat :

but at length, the aflair coming to 
the prince’s ear, he ordered them 
to be imprijoned, for endeavouring 
tu feduce the people. When Jesus 
he urd of this, he fent another of 
his difeiples, generally fuppofed to 
have been.

And all the angels worfhipped Aim, in general ; except 
Esxis, who was puffed up with pride, and became 
an unbeliever.

ds he, therefore, better, who fhall be caft into bel/ 
fire, or he who fhall appear fecure on the day of re- 
furrection? Work that which ye will: he certainly 
beholdeth whatever ye do. Verily they who believe 
not in the admonition of the Koran, after it hath 
come unto them, /ball one day be difcovered.

Unto him delongeth whatever #s in hea- 
ven, and in earth; and he 1s the high, the great 
GOD. It wanteth little but that the heavens be rent 
in funder from above, at the awfu'nefs of bis Majefty:

Whom 
Gop fhall caufe to err, he fhall afterwards have no 
protector. And thou thalt fee the ungodly, who fhall 
fay, when they behold the punifhment prepared for 
them, Is there no way to return back nto the world ? 
And thou fhale fee them expofed unro Ae/l fre; de- 
jected, becaufe of the ignominy they fall undergo :

Thus 
have we revealed unto thee a revelation *, by our 
command. Thou didf not underftand, defore kis, 
what the book of the Koran was, nor what the faith 
seas: but we have ordained the fame for a light; we 
will thereby direct fuch of our fervants as we j-lzafe: 
and thou fhale furcly direct ¢hem into the right way, 
the way of Gon, unto whom &longeth whatever is 
in heaven and in eaith.

fecret”’; for Gop is ftrong end mighty. We for- 
merly fet NoaH and ABRAHAM, and we eftablithed 
in their poftericy the gift of prophecy, and the {crip- 
ture: and of them /ome were direéted, but many of 
them were evil doers. Afterwards we caufed our 
apoftles to fucceed in their tootfteps: and we caufed 
Jesus the fon of Mary to fucceed ‘hem, and we 
gave him the gofpel: and we put in the hearts of 
thofe who followed him, compaffion and mercy : but 
as to the monaltic ftate, they inftituted the fame (we 
did not prefcribe it to them) only out of a defire to 
pleafe Gop: yetethey obferved not the fame as it 
ought truly to have been obferved. And we gave 
unto fuch of them as believed, their reward: but 
many of them were wicked doers. O ye who believe

HE infallible '! What zs the infallible? And 
what fhall caufe thee to underftand what the 
infallible 7s? The tribes of THamup and Ap denied 
as a falfehood the day which fhall ftrike ™ mens bearts 
“ith terror. But THAMuD were deftroyed by a ter- 
rible noife: and Ap were deftroyed by a roaring and

Arabs. <Abraba Ebn al Sabib, Sur- 
named al Afbram, i. e. the Shit-nofed, 
king ar viceroy of Yaman, who was 
an Ethiopian (1), and of the Chri/- 
tian religion, having built a mag- 
nificent church at Sanda, with a de- 
fign to draw the Arabs to go in pil- 
grimage thither, inftead of vifitin 
the temple of Mecca, the Korcif 
obferving the devotion and con- 
courfe of tke pilgrims at the Gaaba 
began confiderably to diminish, fent 
one Nofail, as he is named by fome, 
of the tribe of Kendnab, who get- 
ting into the aforefaid church by 
night, defiled the altar and walls 
thercof with his excrements. At 
this profanation Abraba being high- 
ly incenfed, vowed the deftruétion 
of the Caaba, and accordingly {et 
out againft Mecca at the head of a 
confiderable army, wherein were 
feveral elephants, which he had ob- 
tained of the king of Ethiopia, their 
number being, as fome fay, thir- 
teen, though others mention ~ but 
one. The Meccans, at the ap- 
proach of fo confiderable a holt, re- 
tired to the neighbouring moun- 
tains, being unable to defend their 
city or temple: but Gop himfelf 
undertook the protection of both. 
For when Abraba dtew near to 
Mecca, and would have entered it, 
the elephant on which he rode, 
which was a very Jarge one, and 
named Mabmad, refuled to advance

any nigher to the town, but knelt 
down whenever they endeavoured 
to force him that way, though he 
would rife and march brifkly enough 
if they turned him towards any o- 
ther quarter: and while matters 
were in this pofture, on a fudden a 
latge flock of birds, like {wallows, 
came flying from the fea coaft, eve- 
ry one of which carried three 
ftones, one in each foot, and one in 
its bill; and thefe ftones they threw 
down upon the heads of Abraha's 
men, certainly killing every one 
they firuck. ‘Then Gop fent a 
flood, which fwept the dead bo- 
dies, and fome of thofe who had 
not been ftruck by the ftones, into 
the fea: the reft fled towards Ya- 
man, but perifhed by the way ; 
none of them reaching Sanda, ex 
cept only Abraba himielf, who died 
foon after his arrival there, being 
ftruck with a fort of plague or pu- 
trefastion, fo that his body opened, 
and his limbs rotted off by piece- 
meal. It is faid that one of Abra- 
ba's army, named Abu Yacfin, 
efcaped over the red fea into Ethio- 
pia, and going directly to the king, 
told him the tragical ftory; and 
upon that prince's afking him what 
fort of birds they were, that had 
occafioned fuch a deftiuction, the 
man pointed to one of them, which 
had followed him all the way, and 
was at that time hovering direétly 
over ins head, when immediately 
the bird let fall the ftone, and ftruck 

him dead at the king's feet (2). 
This remarkable defeat of Abraba 
happened.

Mar- 
racci (1) judges the whole to be ei- 
sher a fable, or elfe a feat of fome 
evil fpirits, of which he gives a pa- 
rallel inftance, as he thinks, in the 
ftrange defeat of Brennus, when he 
was marching to attack the temple 
of Apollo at Delphi (2). Dr. Prideaux 
direé&tly charges Mobammed with 
coining this miracle, notwithftand- 
ing he might have been fo eafily 
diiproved, and fuppofes, without 
any foundation, that this chapter 
might not have been publifhed tll 
Othman's edition of the Koran (3), 
which was many years aftcr, when 
all might be dead who could re- 
member any thing of the abovemen- 
tioned war (4). But Mobammed 
had no occafion to coin fuch a mira- 
cle hunielf, to gain the temple of 
Mecca any greater veneration: the 
Meccans were but too fupei ftitioufly 
fond oi it, and obliged hi, againft 
his inclinations and original defiyn, 
to make it the chief place of his new 
invented worfhip. I ca.not, how- 
ever, Lut obfeive Dr. Prudeaux’s 
paitiality on this occafion, come
